Joint research by USDA and Iowa State University 
is under way on corn borers raised on alfalfa meal, 
agar, vitamins, proteins, and corn oil. Here are just 
2 of the ideas which scientists will try out on the first 
20,000 borers they have raised 
@ Exposure to gamma rays—which induces male 
sterility. Sterile male moths mate with females, re- 
sulting infertile eggs do not hatch. This procedure 
has worked with some Southern insect pests. 

@ Dusting adults with virus, which will be trans- 
mitted to egg masses. When borers hatch out, they 
contact the virus and die

Adding the amino acid, lysine, to sorghum grain 
rations increases rate of gain by pigs and decreases 
quantity of grain used per 100 pounds gain, tests by 
Kansas State University indicate. 

A lysine supplement is commercially available— 
and cultured yeast is a source of lysine. 


Also proved in Texas tests 


Adding lysine to a hog ration of grain sorghum and 
cottonseed appears to offer Texans a new way to 
utilize two of their biggest crops. 

Both sorghum and cottonseed are deficient in 
lysine, says Fred Hale of the Texas Agricultural 
Experiment Station. 

In tests, Hale found that adding 6% lysine to the 
total feed ration increased the utilization of grain 
sorghum, with gains markedly increased. 

**We are hoping to increase the use of cottonseed 
meal as a protein supplement when grain sorghum 
is used as a principal grain,” Hale explained.

Here's a report on cattle bloat 


It will be of interest to beef and dairy producers 
it’s based on research reported by Iowa State Uni- 
versity scientists. Their observations: 
@ Most effective method of preventing alfalfa pas- 
ture bloat is green-chopping the alfalfa and feeding 
it in dry lot. If you do get bloat from green-chopped 
alfalfa, sprinkle crude soybean oil over the chopped 
material at the rate of 44 pound per 100 pounds of 
body weight of animal. 
@ Except at the final stage, injecting 4 to *4 cup of 
lard oil or soybean oil into the rumen is effective 
in relieving bloat. Use a stomach tube or hypo- 
dermic needle. 
@ Feeding yearling cattle 44 pound soybean oil in 
114 pounds grain controls bloat for 3-4 hours 
These didn't help: Feeding trace minerals, heavy 
fertilization of pasture with phosphate, or feedins 
ground soybeans or soybean flakes.

Dr. J. W. Bailey, Wisconsin veterinarian, 
says he personally believes at least 90% 
of all teat injuries at freshening time are 
caused by dewclaws on the hind feet of 
affected animals—cows slash their own 
teats 

Some cows are particularly susceptible 
to teat injuries, because of large udders 
and teats—or because they assume a bad 
position when lying down 

What to do: Trim the dewclaws with 
hoof trimmers—then’ use sandpaper to 
remove sharp edges. 


Or you may want to use a device such 
as shown in the picture above—now com- 
mercially available—during danger pe- 
riods. It consists of an oilcloth-covered 
chrome leather bandage that circles the 
fetlock to cover the dewclaws.

“Preliminary studies at the University

Ways to reduce heat stress 


Here are 7 ways to reduce heat stress on 
layers to a minimum, from University of 
California poultry scientists 

1. Fresh water is important. Increase 
water level in the trough during high 
temperatures. Chickens can help to cool 
themselves by wetting their wattles 

2. Plan ahead a feeding program for 
use during a heat wave—feeding anti- 
biotics for several days to maintain pro- 
duction. Or use a supplemental feeding 
program, such as pellets, wet mash, ot 
milk products to keep the birds eating 

3. Bare ground reflects heat onto the 
hens. Plant ground cover, grain, or leg- 
umes between the houses to lower the 
ground temperature. 

4. Cooling the flock. Spray water di- 
rectly on the birds with a mist sprayer, a 
garden hose, or by a regular commercial 
spray rig that is carried or driven through 
the house. On-the-roof sprinklers are not 
as effective 

5. Shade birds from the sun. Lath is 
preferred over solid materials, as it al- 
lows air movement. Be sure to protect 
birds on the outside edge of the house 
from late afternoon sun 

6. Keep an aluminum roof clean. It 
reflects heat better and cuts radiation on 
the hens 

Avoid handling birds during a heat 
wave. This only increases the stress.

Lean carcasses 
with hormone 


Barrows getting hormone implants had 
more lean meat and less back fat in re- 
cent University of Missouri tests. 

Bill Day, researcher, says barrows were 
given ear implants when they weighed 
100 pounds. They were slaughtered at 
205-pound weights. 

One group received stilbestrol. Two 
others got different levels of progesterone 
and estradiol benzoate. A control lot re- 
ceived no hormone implants. 

Result was little difference in rate of 
efficiency of gain. Both levels of the pro- 
gesterone-estradiol treatments reduced 
back fat. High-level treated hogs probed 
an average of 1.36” of back fat. Those 
getting less probed 1.4”. But the no- 
treatment hogs probed 1.54” of back fat 
on an average. Stilbestrol treatment had 
somewhat less effect. 

Carcasses from hogs getting the high 
level treatment had 1.7% more lean cuts, 
plus larger loin eye areas.

What we’ve learned about 
Hay wafering 


In spite of more self-feeding and mech- 
anized handling of hay, the job of har- 
vesting, storing, and feeding forages still 
adds up to a lot of work. But wafering, as 
a means of consolidating this bulky crop, 
promises to eliminate many of the back- 
aches and also give us hay in a form that 
can be handled mechanically with mini- 
mum hand labor. 

Research findings. There are many 
problems in making high-quality wafers, 
but they seem to be yielding to research. 
Joint U.S. Department of Agriculture- 
Maryland Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion studies of handling, conditioning, 
and storage of hay wafers, for instance, 
have given us some general guides as to 
what to expect. 

1. Portable wafering machines capable 
of handling 4 to 6 tons per hour in an 
average field are in production by at least 
one company. More are being developed 
by commercial companies. Operating 
speed can be adjusted for successful wafer- 
ing from various-size windrows providing 
windrows are uniform 

2. The best wafers were made from 
forage having 10 to 14% moisture. Above 
14%, success depended on having mois- 
ture uniformly distributed in windrows. 

Windrows must be well-formed for 
wafering. Uneven thickness makes it dif- 
ficult to maintain the pressure necessary 
to form good wafers. 

4. Legume-grass mixtures with at least 
60% legumes are well-adapted to wafer- 
ing. Second- and third-cutting alfalfa, 
red clover and timothy, and alfalfa and 
orchardgrass were used successfully. 

5. Wafers up to 14% moisture were 
safely stored at depths less than 7 feet. 
Bulk must be limited for drying wafers of 
more than 14% moisture 

Major problems. Wafers seem to have 
different characteristics in storage than 
long, chopped, or baled hay. More study 
is needed to determine how fast they dry 
and the temperatures and humidities at 
which heating takes place and molds 
form 

Feeding trials and chemical analysis 
will aid wafering studies, and many bulk 
trials and considerable laboratory work 
will be needed to pinpoint conditioning 
and storage requirements for wafers made 
of different crops under varying condi- 
tions. More information must be collect- 
ed to cover the many possible storage con- 
ditions that may be encountered. 

Greater use of wafers seems desirable— 
to reduce the bulk of the more than 100 
million tons of hay made on our farms.

Keogh explains his self-employed pension bill

Congressman Keogh is sponsor of a bill 
to allow you to set aside some of your in- 
come for a retirement plan. It has a good 
chance of passage. So we asked him to 
clarify the idea for you. 


Q. Congressman Keogh, what is the purpose of 
your bill? 

A. We believe self-employed persons 
should have the same opportunities for 
putting aside retirement money as en- 
joyed by many employees of corporations.

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Are you planning to build or repair a farm building, 
machine, or fence? It isn’t always necessary to buy all 
the tools and equipment required for these projects 
Much of the equipment needed for such jobs is used only 
a few hours during the year. The rest of the time, it takes 
up valuable storage space—either yours or your neigh- 
bor’s. It depreciates at your expense. 

You might do well to rent the necessary equipment or 
tools, and invest the difference in something which 
would make better use of money and storage space. 

Here are just a few of the many items which you can 
rent: Acetylene welder, chain hoist, plumbing equipment, por- 
er tools, soldering equipment, paint sprayer, scaffolding, ladder, 
cement mixer, chain saw, wheelbarrow, heavy duty jack, trailer, 
sump pump, building-moving aids, and lawn equipment. 

Inquire at a rental shop or retail dealer for the equip- 
ment you need. He may have just what you want at 
reasonable rates—by the hour, day, week, or month. 
Quality of rented equipment usually is good. 


Buy meat-type, performance-tested boar 


Breed profit into your fall pig litters by spending as 
much as $100 more for a meat-type boar—preferably a 
performance-tested one. 

Chis extra cost will be offset several times by the feed 
savings and the greater price received from packers who 
buy hogs on a value basis 

If you use this boar on 20 sows twice a year, your ex- 
tra cost per pig is about 36c 

What do you get back? Five seasons’ tests at the Ohio 
Swine Evaluation Station revealed that meat-type hogs 
had an 18.9-pound advantage in feed for each 100- 
pound gain—about 30 pounds less feed during the en- 
tire growing-finishing period. Figuring feed costs at 2.7¢ 
per pound, this is saving of 81c. 

At market time the 200-pound meat-type hog should 
bring 50c per hundred above the base price for an extra 
dollar advantage. This amounts to a $1.83 return for a 
36c investment in better breeding stock—the founda- 
tion for an improved breeding program. 
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During the summer months, keep a steady supply of 
salt, preferably in loose form, before your livestock. 
[heir individual requirements vary and without salt 
animals will eventually fail in health and production. 

From a dollar-and-cents viewpoint, feeding salt free 
choice has been proved experimentally. In one study, 
pigs getting enough salt gained 2% times faster than 
those without it. Rations were same except for salt. 

An experiment with pigs from weaning to market 
weight showed salt-starved hogs cost 76% more to 
finish than hogs receiving salt free choice. Another ex- 
periment with salt-starved hogs from weaning time to 
100-pound weight showed feed costs 66% greater. 

For a safe, complete, and low-cost mineral feeding 
program for your livestock, feed trace-mineralized salt 
on a “‘free-choice’”’ basis on one side of a divided min- 
eral box and your favorite calcium phosphorus mineral 
supplement in the other side. Remember, plenty of wa- 
ter is your best safeguard against salt poisoning. 


After your flock has been running on pasture about 4-6 
weeks, drench all sheep and lambs with phenothiazine 
and lead arsenate. 

Use the very small particle size phenothiazine—less 
than 25 microns. As compared to ordinary phenothia- 
zine, this increases the efficiency against small stomach 
worm from 10-90% and retains all of its efficiency in re- 
moval of the large stomach worms. 

Dosage for ewes and rams is 1 gram lead arsenate and 
1 ounce phenothiazine; for lambs, 1 gram lead arsenate 
and '4 ounce phenothiazine. This is to control most of 
the intestinal round worms and tapeworms. 

Later, at weaning time, give ewes and rams 4 ounces 
and lambs 2 ounces of a 1% nicotine sulfate-copper sul- 
fate solution. Make solution by mixing 1 ounce copper 
sulfate, 1 ounce nicotine sulfate, and 6 pints water. Use 
soft water, mix in an earthen jar, and keep the solution 
stirred while using. Keep phenothiazine before the flock 
during grazing season.

How many of these tips can you use? 


@ Profit reminder: We've said this many times before, 
repeat now for emphasis—Aarvest second-cutting hay on 
time. That means in the initial-bloom stage. Too many 
farmers still cut hay too late for highest protein content, 
highest feed value per acre. 

@ Hog prices will peak in July or August. Push hogs for 
sale before late summer—market may fall by $6 from 
summer high to fall-winter low. 

®@ Best way to cool hogs: Spray them with water, blow 
air over them. A stretch of hot days and hot nights is 
worst—help hogs then. Hot days with cool nights don’t 
slow hogs so much, experiments show. 

@ For all livestock—make sure feeders and waterers are 
shaded. Chickens especially need cool water. 

@ Top return from fertilizer dollars—in fact probably 
your best investment in the next month—will come from 
side-dressing corn with nitrogen. Make arrangements 
now to do the job at the right time. 

@ Pay your son this summer, claim wages as expense.

Research completed by the University of Illinois shows 
you can boost crop yields and profits if you grow crops 
not weeds. The experimental work was carried on over 
the 3 cropping seasons of 1957, 1958, and 1959, and 
covered both wet and dry growing seasons. Both corn 
and soybeans were planted and the stands of weeds in 
the plots were closely controlled 

Yields of corn with weeds were compared with a clean 
check plot. Corn with a solid band of weeds in the row 
made 70.6 bushels per acre. Clean plots with no weeds 
produced 93.5—almost 23 bushels per acre more corn 

In plots with only one giant foxtail plant per foot of 
row, corn yields dropped 7 bushels an acre. Three weeds 
per foot of row reduced corn yields 84% bushels 

One weed per foot of soybean row cut bean yields 1.7 
bushels.

Jim pumps water from the creek which borders 
the 130 acres of bottom land. His first irrigation sys- 
tem used 3 large sprinkler booms to spread the wa- 
ter. He now uses just one giant swinging boom, 280 
feet from end to end. This rotating boom irrigates 
4% acres from one position. It is mounted on a 
trailer, and Jim pulls it into position on the far side 
of the field with a tractor. He moves it across the 
field with a cable, and avoids crossing irrigated 
ground with the tractor. 


Crop yields respond to irrigation. Barley makes 
around 60 bushels per acre, 20 bushels more than if 
no irrigation water is applied.

How your field work will change

From the economic standpoint: Emphasis in the next 
decade on your farm will be on producing a bushel of 
grain or a ton of forage at the lowest possible cost. 

Reason is: Population probably will continue to rise 
at a rapid rate. But crop production capacity will de- 
velop more rapidly than food needs—and postpone any 
relative increase in prices of crops beyond 1970. So 
you'll push for low-cost production rather than for the 
highest yields in the county. 


From « production standpoint: You'll “hit the books,” 
so to speak, in learning more about plant growth proc- 
esses and about soil. You'll learn more so you'll be able 
to get the top dollar return from every acre of land and 
hour of labor. This report will stress the production side 

changes coming in field crop ideas, equipment, ma- 
terials, and techniques. 


Why you'll learn about soils. Many factors are respon- 
sible for our increased crop production capacity of re- 
cent years. An understanding of the needs of individual 
crops for nitrogen and minerals has been a major influence. 
This principle is not yet understood by many farmers— 
particularly those on more fertile soils. As these prac- 
tices are more generally understood—and adopted— 
production efficiency will increase. 

Fertilizer nutrients now account for more than one- 
fourth of our total crop production. In many areas, ad- 
dition of fertilizer and other soil treatments is as regular 
a crop production practice as seedbed preparation and 
planting. Many soils are so depleted of nutrients that 
without these fertility additions crop yields won't pay 
machinery costs—let alone return a profit. 

We are learning how to stimulate the most rapid rate 
of nutrient release through improved cultural and man- 
agement practices. We are providing the essential ele- 
ments for high crop yields—but at the same time we are 
increasing the rate of fertility decline. 

What this means: /n the past, the price paid for land 
has been determined largely by the yields of crops that 
could be expected over a period of years. And yields de- 
pended for the most part on the nutrients contained in 
the soil, or upon nitrogen added by legumes. 

In the future, price of farm land will not be primarily 
determined by its natural productive capacity—but by 
the crop yield potential after sufficient nutrients are 
added to eliminate soil fertility as a factor in produc- 
tion. Yield potential will be greatly influenced by 
moisture, as we'll see later. 
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You still will need to guard against buying land on 
the basis of the production potential after treatments 
without considering the necessary fertility additions as 
part of the initial investment. The cost to replace min- 
erals that have been removed in 75 to 100 years of crop- 
ping will not be small. Similarly, it will cost money to 
build nutrient delivery potentials of below-average soils 
to a level comparable to those of highest natural fertility. 

This cost of nutrient replacement will continue to be 
a stimulus for continuous corn production on some of 
the lower-fertility soils. Corn is one of the few field crops 
that can pay for these liberal treatments. 


Importance of moisture. Many research people who have 
conducted soil fertility experiments on soils over a wide 
range in productivity think that: In the future the 
available water-holding capacity or the supplies of wa- 
ter for supplemental irrigation will replace nutrient re- 
serves as a major factor in land values. 

Here's why: Adequate fertility can make for efficient 
use of limited supplies of moisture. However, with 
heavier fertilization and more dense populations of 
crops, an adequate supply of summer moisture will be 
the limiting factor in crop production in many seasons. 
> Supplemental irrigation will become a must on farms 
in areas where summer rainfall is erratic. 
> In humid areas, water supplies that will permit the 
addition of just a few inches of water can reduce seasonal 
hazards and determine in many cases if a farming oper- 
ation is to be profitable. 


Needed: Other elements. The effects of chemical nitro- 
gen have been most striking. But after heavy use for only 
10 years on some soils of the Corn Belt, complications have 
developed. ‘Two examples: 

> Too rapid absorption of nitrogen at some stages of 
growth have caused disturbances in plant growth 

> Excessive losses of nitrogen may occur under some 
soil and weather conditions.

Fitting 
the 
skirt 


By Lucille Rivers 


THE NEXT STEP in making a profes- 
sional-looking garment is fitting the skirt. 
Machine-baste center front seam of bodice 
and open the left side seam for a placket. 
Leave the left side skirt seam open about 
7 inches. Machine-baste the skirt to the 
fitted bodice, matching seams and darts. 
Waist length should be correct, as the 
bodice has already been fitted. 

If further adjustments are necessary, 
make them before beginning to alter the 
skirt. Remember this in fitting the skirt: 
the skirt size is adjusted at the side seam. 
Fit of the skirt is determined by the way 
it hangs from the waist. 

As you fit, analyze your figure and the 
alterations carefully. Do;not overfit. Alter 
only the amount needed to give you the 
best fit. A properly fitted garment feels 
comfortable and looks as though it was 
made just for you. 

If you are fitting yourself, you may find 
the “taking off” and “putting on” a little 
trying, but remember that once the muslin 
is fitted, alterations can be transferred to 
each new pattern you use without addi- 
tional fitting.

Sway-backed figure 


This figure fault is caused by poor posture and is 
a fitting problem for many women and teen-age 
girls. Folds appear across the top of skirt back 
Just below the waistline (a). To fit the muslin, pin 
a dart across the top of the skirt tapering to nothing 
at side seams. 

This eliminates the wrinkles so that the skirt 
fits correctly across the back (6). To alter the pat- 
tern, pin the same depth dart across the skirt back 
at the same point as on the muslin (c). 


Flat derriere 


When a figure is flat in back, the full amount of 
shaping allowed by pattern is not needed (a). 
Open the back darts and make them smaller. 
Smooth the excess fabric to the side of the skirt and 
pin it out at the side seams. 

With this figure type, the skirt often has a tend- 
ency to sag at the back. This can be altered by 
pinning a dart across the top of the back skirt just 
as for the sway-backed figure (b). Make the same 
adjustments on the pattern (c). 


High abdomen 


On this figure, the skirt rides up at the center 
front (a). To alter, open the front waistline seam 
across the entire front and let the center front skirt 
drop until it hangs smoothly and fits properly 
over the abdomen (6). 

Inset a piece of fabric to check fit and to indi- 
cate the amount of alteration needed on the pat- 
tern. Add this amount io the top of your pattern 
before cutting. Re-draw the dart so that the waist 
measurement is correct. 


Large pelvic bone 


Usually only junior figures have this fitting prob- 
lem. The hipbone protrudes, giving poor fit at 
skirt side seams and waistline (a). Move skirt 
front dart nearer side seam over protruding bone 
and make dart deeper to give more cupping (6). If 
skirt has no front dart, open side seams and pin 
dart from waistline toward hipbone. 

Adjust front waistline by adding extra fabric 
at seam. Add this extra amount to the pattern and 
mark deeper waist dart on pattern.

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Why treatment varies 
in cattle bloat cases 


By J. W. Bailey, D.V.M. 


Bloat in cattle is basically due to the 
failure of gas formed by fermentation to 
escape from the first stomach or rumen 
through regular belching. There are sev- 
this failure. A 
few of the commoner ones are: 

1. The stiff 
plant stems and sharp-pointed leaves 
that ordinarily irritate 
and stimulate belching through reflex

action. This point contradicts the belief 


that bloating is due to excessive gas for- 
mation by certain green plants like al- 
falfa and Ladino. 

Experiments have shown that a ration 
of grain and alfalfa hay actually forms 
more gas in the stomach than lush, green 
alfalfa does alone. Many beef raisers have 
discovered through experience that the 
incidence of bloat can be increased mere- 
ly by cutting down the amount of hay in 
the fattening ration. 

2. Green plants may have been eaten 
that are abnormally high in sugars and 
natural types of soaps that are known as 


saponins. When these plants are involved, 
the gas of fermentation is incorporated 
in millions of tiny bubbles so it cannot 
be eliminated from the stomach except as 
a froth. In such cases, bloating is due to 
an accumulation of foam instead of free 
gases. 

There is a good chance that this type 
of bloat is commoner now than it was 20 


years ago because of the development of 


new plants and improved strains of older 
ones. For example, a strain of alfalfa that 
is more resistant to winter-killing may 
also contain a higher percentage of sugars 
and saponins. 

3. Indigestion may be the primary 
trouble. This is usually caused by over- 
feeding or eating spoiled feeds like moldy 
silage, but anything that causes indiges- 
tion also tends to stop normal actions of 
the digestive system. When this happens, 
stomach gas is not eliminated either by 
belching or bowel movements and it ac- 
cumulates to cause bloating 

4. Poisoning by either plants or chem- 


icals may be the primary trouble. In re- 
cent years it has been suspected that bor- 
derline nitrate poisoning is often to blame 
for puzzling outbreaks of bloat. Regard- 
less of the poison involved, bloating is ac- 
tually due to the partial or complete pa- 
ralysis of parts of the digestive system, as 
in indigestion 

5. Disease of some kind may be th 
primary trouble. They may be either non- 
contagious like milk fever and lockjaw 
or contagious like rabies and shipping 
fever. Here again, the bloating is due to 
paralysis of throat muscles and parts of 
the digestive system 

6. Hardware trouble may be the pri- 
mary trouble. Metallic objects that pierce 
the rumen often have the effect of par- 
alyzing it so that gas is given a chance to 
accumulate there 

7. l Icers of the rumen may be primary 
trouble. They may be responsible for pa- 
ralysis of this organ, too 

8. Stomach worms may be the primary 
trouble. Bloating is then due to irritation 
of the fold at the juncture of the stomach 
and small intestine. This results in swell- 
ing of the fold which blocks the intestinal 
opening and prevents normal emptying 
of the stomach 

9. Foreign materials may be 
mary trouble. Balls of plant fiber, after- 
birth, sacks, and accumulations of hair 
interfere with the

10. Deposits of fat or enlarged lymph 
glands may be the primary trouble. Pres- 
sure on various parts of the digestive tract 
can easily prevent the normal escape of 
gas from the stomach 

11. Choking may be the primary trou- 
ble. Something like a potato or an ear of 
corn may lodge in the esophagus so that 
belching is impossible, and gas naturally 
accumulates in the rumen even though 
normal breathing is possible 

12. The position of the body may be 
responsible for bloating. When animals 
lie flat or with their backs downhill, the 
liquid that is normally in the bottom of 
the rumen is moved to the top and closes 
off lower opening of esophagus like a wa- 
ter seal that prevents the esc ape ol gas 

With the above causes recognized, it is 
easy to understand why all cases of bloat 
can’t be treated the same way. Animals 
that are lying in a bad position will often 
remedy themselves if they are straight- 
ened up so rumen liquid no longer covers 
lower opening of the esophagus 

Bloat that is due to free gas resulting 
from indigestion or dry feed can be cor- 
rected by passing a stomach tube down 
the esophagus or “‘tapping”’ the upper left 
flank with a trocar and cannula. Animals 
will often improve within a short time if 
a stick is tied crosswise in the mouth so 
they chew constantly and keep the mouth 
open to facilitate the escape of gas 

When bloat is secondary to such things 
as poisoning or diseases, the primary 
cause will also have to be corrected in 
order to prevent a recurrence 

However, treatment isn’t so simple 
when so-called “‘frothy”’ bloat is involved, 
which unfortunately probably constitutes 
well over half the bloat cases occurring 
annually in the United States. This type 
of bloat follows the eating of lush, green 
forage that contains dangerous sugars and 
saponins. Passing a stomach tube o1 
“tapping” an affected animal won’t re- 
lieve this type of bloat, for the froth just 
can’t get out fast enough through a small 
opening 

This type of bloat first requires treat- 
ment with something that will increase 
the surface tension of the rumen contents 
so the bubbles are broken down and the 
gas is freed. The bloat can then be treated 
with regular methods 


Grandfather probably didn’t know the 
exact reason, but his old remedies like 
kerosene and turpentine and mineral oil 
were effective because they increased the 
surface tension and broke up the froth in 
the rumen of bloated animals. 

In fact, our newer aryls and silicones 
are no better than the bloat remedies used 
by Grandfather. After the small bubbles 
have been broken up, animals will often 
start belching and releasing the gas nor- 
mally within a short time. 

In cases of extreme emergency when 
there isn’t time for breaking up the froth, 
it may be necessary to slash open the left 
flank so the froth boils out in a hurry.

Poultry water 
supply tank 


Poultry houses may be equipped with an 
auxiliary water supply tank which will 
supply medicated water to automatic 
fountains without the need for filling 
sinall, incividual waterers. 

The one shown above is built from a 
15-gallon oil drum and is mounted to a 
wall with welded brackets on the back 
side of the drum. The 3 front spigots are 
outlets for the medicated water. From 
these, hoses connect to various automatic 
waterers. 

The steel line is the water supply inlet 
with shutoff valve. Upper hose connects 
to an upper outlet and carries overflow 
water outside of the building when the 
tank is being filled with fresh water. 

Simple to construct, the drum is drilled 
where outlets are needed and pipe fittings 
are brazed in place. A drain fitting is also 
mounted in the underside of the drum 
bottom for easy cleaning.

you will need to exercise caution in the 
use of excessive amounts of nitrogen until 
soil reactions and plant behavior are bet- 
ter understood than they are now. 

The liberal use of nitrogen is increasing 
the need for other elements. Often reports 
of failure to obtain the expected response 
to nitrogen addition can be traced to a 
shortage of some other nutrient. 
> The time is coming when phosphorus 
fertilizers will be applied in amounts to 
build at least the plow layer of :ow-phos- 
phorus soils (and these are many) to a 
level comparable to those soils where 
phosphate fertilizers are not required. 
> Higher crop yields will increase the 
need for secondary and trace elements on 
many soils. Elements needed will vary, 
depending on soil type and management. 
> In some areas, magnesium will become 
a needed nutrient. 
> Less sulfur is being added in high-an- 
alysis fertilizer materials. 
> Boron deficiencies are becoming more 
numerous on many soils. 
> Other trace elements will be required 
in specific areas 

Probably no single factor in crop pro- 
duction will lower the cost of growing a 
crop as much as adding some element 
that is deficient. 


Soil testing will grow. Soil testing pro- 
cedures are being improved and better 
correlated with crop response. Labora- 
tories are being expanded to furnish in- 
formation on an increasing number of es- 
sential elements and soil properties. 

The successful crop producer in the 
1960s will have a complete inventory of 
his soil nutrient resources (both subsoil 
and topsoil). He will have a more com- 
plete understanding of the meaning of 
these tests than he does today. 

Limestone needs of soil will be reviewed 
by research people. Its use has dropped 
in the past few years. This may cause 
problems—for 2 reasons: 

1. Most of the nitrogen materials make 
soils more acid. 

2. More powerful tractors are permit- 
ting deeper tillage and bring to the sur- 
face soil material in need of lime. 

So you can’t afford to forget lime. 


Other fertilizer changes. Increased use of 
fertilizers will require new machinery 
and new methods of application. Han- 
dling bagged fertilizers is one of the hard- 
est jobs on the farm today. When the rate 
of application was only 1 or 2 bags per 
acre, the labor was not great. But when a 
sufficient amount is added to produce 
optimum yields, new equipment and 
methods are needed. 

Smaller bags have been tried, but this 
increases the cost. The cost of bags alone 
will range from $3 to $6 per ton. This can 
be saved by bulk handling. 

So the next 10 years will probably see 
an increased percentage of fertilizers ap- 
plied in bulk—with spreading cost being 
a part of the bargain. 


The need for starter fertilizers (for most 
row crops) will be questionable on many 
soils when liberal amounts of fertilizer are 
plowed down. Where the soils are low in 
phosphorus, and where corn is grown 
continuously, band placement of phos- 
phate at planting will increase. Starter 
fertilizers will probably be what the name 
implies—small amounts applied at seed- 
ing to give the plants a start, with the 
major portion of the crop requirements 
added by less time-consuming methods— 
and at lower cost. 

The percentage of nutrients in ferti- 
lizers will continue to increase 


Changes in tillage methods. Adequate nu- 
trient supplies will influence tillage 
methods and cultural practices. No long- 
er will excessive cultivation be critical to 
secure the release of nitrogen, phos- 
phorus, and other elements from soil 
organic matter. This has been demon- 
strated by wheel-track planting of corn 
and mulch seedbed preparation for a 
number of crops. 

With adequate fertilization and new 
weed control chemicals, tillage can be re- 
duced. And it’s a good thing. The use of 
larger and heavier wheel tractors to speed 
operations and reduce labor costs is re- 
sulting in greater soil compaction. It is 
possible that this excessive weight may 
influence root penetration. So, while 
eliminating the cost of additional opera- 
tions, we may have the added benefit of a 
better environment for roots to secure 
nutrients and moisture. 

Good soil tilth and structure will be of 
more importance. In experiments on 
Corn Belt soils, it has recently been found 
that soil fertility was the first limiting fac- 
tor and that soil tilth was secondary in 
corn production. 

But with greater amounts of nutrients 
supplied in the future, soil tilth will be- 
become more important—to provide a good 
root environment, and permit penetra- 
tion and storage of water. 


Rotations: Less exacting. Rotations as we 
have known them in the past will gradu- 
ally be replaced by other cropping sys- 
tems. Crops like oats, that produce little 
return, will be dropped. Emphasis will be 
placed on crops that provide the greatest 
net income to the farm operator.

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Horizontal silo 
feeding tips 


Qhio State University agricultural econ- 
omists, after a study of self-feeding hori- 
zontal silos (bunker and trench) on 18 
farms, made these observations: 

Some farmers were able to increase the 
number of animals fed at one time by 
feeding from both sides of the silo, but 
with this practice they needed silos twice 
as long as farmers feeding from one end 
for the same period 

Cattle were not able to pull silage 
down from banks higher than 6 feet 

A silo 20 feet wide normally could 
handle 35 milk cows, 55 beef feeders, or 
50 beef cows 

Spoilage was less when 6 inches of 
silage was removed from the feeding sur- 
face each day 

Most farmers preferred a_ feeding 
hurdle to keep animals from tramping on 
silage and breaking the seal and to con- 
trol rate of consumption. Hurdles with a 
solid panel 20 to 24 inches high at the 
bottom and with vertical slats above, 
spaced 14 inches apart, worked weli. 


Ik took farmers an average of 13 min- 
utes to self-feed a ton of silage. This time 
included travel to and from the silo, re- 
moving manure and waste silage from 
the feeding area, and control of the for- 
ward movement of the feeding device 
Farmers self-feeding as little as 50 tons of 
silage a year used 25 minutes of labor per 
ton. Those feeding 250 tons a year aver- 
aged 6 minutes per ton 

Cost of self-feeding a ton of silage was 
75 cents. This included 2 cents a ton for 
equipment, 21 cents for labor and 52 
cents for waste. 

Paved floors and adjoining areas are 
essential if animals are to self-feed in all 
kinds of weather

Problem: 
Pigs afflicted with skin cracks 

You have bought some crossbred feeder pigs that range in color from 
blacks and whites and reds through mixtures of these colors. You have 
wormed them and turned them onto an alfalfa pasture. No other pigs 
have run on this ground for at least 10 years, the feeders have been 
vaccinated against cholera and erysipelas, and you feel pretty well 
insured against swine trouble. 

However, one day you notice several rubbing themselves, and closer 
examination shows the white areas of their skins are quite red and 
inflamed. Within the next few days the skin cracks and discharges fluid 
that mats the bristles. 

Although some show signs of being slightly ill, most pigs eat and act 
normally. About two-thirds of the herd is affected, but only on the white 
areas of the skin. (See answer at end of article.)

How to grow 
really good roses 


Yes, roses do need more care than many 

other flowers. But they're not hard to grow if given 
regular care. When you cut the first richly 

colored blooms, you will feel well paid.

A. Hybrid teas such as Garden Party, 
shown here, produce large blooms individ- 
ually on sturdy stems. Floribundas have 
blooms in clusters on the same stem. 

Singles and doubles in most colors have 
been developed in both types. 

Climbing and trailing roses have a new 
look, too. More varieties of the bush types 
are now available as climbers producing 
larger, lovelier blooms. 


B. Plant dormant roses in early spring or 
late fall. Dig hole deep enough to plant 
rose at original depth and wide enough to 
hold roots without crowding. Arrange roots 
on soil cone like spokes. 

If soil is sandy or very heavy, condition 
with peat moss or compost. Pack the soil 
firmly around roots, water well. 

Actively growing potted roses can be 
planted in spring or summer. Dig hole deep 
as container and slightly wider. 

Remove container, place soil ball in the 
hole, and fill. Water well to prevent air 
pockets which dry the roots. 


Cc. After planting, prune dormant plants. 
Cut out weak canes, cut strong ones back to 
6 inches, cutting above outside bud. Protect 
cut ends with tree paint. 

Mound soil around canes until the new 
growth begins, then carefully remove. 


D. Don't depend on rainfall to provide all 
the water needed for rose growth. They need 
equivalent of 1 inch a week. 

Avoid splashing water on leaves as this 
encourages mildew and black spot. A 
mulch helps conserve moisture.

E. Apply a complete fertilizer in spring and 
again in midsummer. Follow manufacturer's 
application directions carefully. 

Too much fertilizer results in foliage 
growth which is easily damaged by drouth 
rather than better bloom.

F. Weekly application of multipurpose dust 
or spray will protect roses from insect dam- 
age and disease.

Giant foxtail is a grass weed. Large, 
slightly curved seed heads make it 
easy to identify. It appears first in 
fence rows, and often goes unnoticed. 


This weed is an annual; it comes up 
each year from seed. Heads produce 
from 2,000-3,000 seeds apiece — 
that's one reason for its rapid spread. 


Giant foxtail moves into fields from 
fence rows. It will grow under small 
grain, then shoot up after combining.

Foxtail growing in the row cannot be 
controlled by regular cultivation. By 
harvest time, it is rank, it breaks pick- 
er rolls, binds up moving parts.

Let’s wipe out giant foxtail 


By Scotty Woods 


The biggest weed threat to Corn Belt farmers this year 
is giant foxtail. It is rapidly taking over entire fields, 
moving in from scattered patches in fence rows along 
highways and neglected areas. Once it gets a toe hold, 
it’s tough to stop. It cuts crop yields, land values, and 
boosts your production costs. The big, tough plants bind 
up in harvesting equipment, and cause real headaches. 

Giant foxtail is an annual grass, similar to green fox- 
tail, yellow foxtail, and bristly foxtail. The roots do not 
live over winter. It spreads by seed. A single plant may 
produce as many as 20,000 seeds. These seeds can lie 
dormant in the soil for several years before they all 
germinate. Once a soil has become infested with giant 
foxtail seeds, they are a potential source of infestation 
for several years. 

Right now, we’re battling on 3 fronts: (1) ‘To stop the 
introduction of giant foxtail on farms which do not have 
it; (2) to prevent spread of giant foxtail from patches al- 
ready established; (3) to control weeds on infested 
fields and produce a profitable crop. 

To prevent the introduction of giant foxtail: (1) Sow 
only clean seed. Buy from reliable dealers who will sell 
you clean tested seed; (2) do not bring in contaminated 
hay or straw; (3) clean up machinery before moving 
from infested fields to clean fields. 


Taking measures to stop the spread of foxtail is especial- 
ly important in those areas where giant foxtail is just 
getting started (see the map of “‘battle lines’, right). 
Some good licks put in now really pay off. A neighbor- 
hood or community campaign may be a good idea. 
Knock out the plants in fence rows, roadsides, and 
ditch banks. Mowing is not the answer to complete con- 


90 


trol. Once a plant is mowed, it sends out seed heads 
close to the ground and they cannot be cut off. You can 
“chemically mow” foxtail with 1 quart of dinitro or 
pentachlorophenol in 10 gallons of fuel oil. Apply the 
spray on a warm, dry day. Be prepared to repeat this 
treatment to prevent all seed production. 

Dalapon spray applied at the rate of 1 ounce per gal- 
lon of water per square rod will give good foxtail seed- 
ling control. 

Stop the spread into fields from fence rows by hand- 
pulling the foxtail plants. It’s the most profitable time 
you can spend, in the long run. Where giant foxtail has 
taken over, get set for a tough fight. [| Turn to page 92

Corn appears to be the best competitive 
crop to plant in heavily infested fields 
Some chemical weed killers do an amaz- 
ing job of killing giant foxtail. The pre- 
emergence cnemicals, especially, applied 
before the corn comes out of the ground, 
give good results.

seeded to ryegrass at the time of the only 
cultivation, so the heifers have corn 
stalks and ryegrass to eat during the 
winter. 


Cut heifer costs. Harold enjoys telling 
about their high costs of raising heifers a 
few years ago and how they changed this 
“Four or 5 years ago it was costing us a 
good bit more to put heifers into our milk- 
ing string than they were worth—as high 
as $327 per heifer. 

“We raise all our own stock because 
we’re not smart enough to pick the good 
ones on the open market. We don’t want 
to risk buying diseased or just plain, poor 
cows! (We use purchased sons of proven 
and breed artificially.) We 
figured if we were going to stay with our 
own breeding, we had better cut the cost 
of raising heifers.” 

The first step, taken several years ago, 
was to run the heifers loose in open sheds 
where the pens could be cleaned with the 
manure scoop. The second was to feed 
them in a manger once or twice a week 
and water them from a big tank. These 
practices cut labor, but not enough. 

Then they started leaving heifers that 
were over a year old outdoors the year 
round. They’ve thrived even during the 
coldest weather. 


sires also 


Results: Harold believes they soon will 
be able to raise heifers—good ones that 
weigh 1,200-1,300 pounds when they 
freshen—for $175. This includes not only 
the usual out-of-pocket costs such as feed, 
but also the costs of using buildings, in- 
terest on the investment, and other items 
included in cost account records. That 
$175 figure is well within their reach be- 
cause the figure now totals about $200. 


Cull enterprises. Another way they cut 


costs to add up more income at the end of 


the year was to reduce the number of en- 
terprises and concentrate on a few 

@ Poultry didn’t make any money so it 
was eliminated. In fact, over a 7-year 
period, the chickens lost a whopping 
$4,343. “We would have needed more 
birds to stay in this business. We just 
weren’t big enough to be efficient.” 

@ After the first couple of years, they cut 
out canning-factory peas and sweet corn 
Why? These crops didn’t make as much 
money as field corn, and the peas con- 
flicted with haying. Early-cut hay was 
considered far more important than the 
little money made on peas 

@ And they don’t raise hogs any more for 
their own use. 


Cow management. Turning to the 
money-making end of the business—the 
dairy herd—Harold says that the per-cow 
production of 12,000 pounds of milk isn’t 
very startling for a herd of Holsteins 


“T suspect it should be higher and I’m 
fairly sure that we could make 12,500- 
13,000 pounds with the same cows. How- 
ever, it would cost us a little more in 
terms of labor and heavier grain feeding.’ 

Grain per cow on a herd average has 
almost doubled since 1946—from 1,888 
to 3,588 pounds per year (on basis of 344 
pounds of milk to 1 pound of grain). He’s 
feeding about $95 worth of grain per cow 
per year, $37 of hay, $35 of silage

makes a charge for pasture almost as

By stacking roosts, waterers and feeders 
over the droppings pit, Paxton now can 
house 3,000 laying-type hens in a house 
originally designed for 1,200. Droppings 
are removed weekly by drag in the drop- 
pings pit, scooped into manure spread- 
er, and hauled to the fields. 


When Richard Paxton built his 120’x28’ laying house, he 
figured the capacity at 1,200 hens, allowing each bird 
about 2% square feet of floor space. 

By stacking his hens, he now has 3,000 birds in the same 
space without a loss in average egg production—about 
72% the year round. 

Paxton, who raises corn, hogs, and layers on his Union 
County, Indiana, farm, uses electricity and machinery to 
practically eliminate handwork. 

His laying house has an earthen floor but through the 
center, and running the entire length of the house, is an 
8’-wide concrete droppings pit. 

Above the pit are roosts stacked 3 deep. Practically all 
feeding and watering is done over the droppings pit. The 
waterers are on the bottom roost. 
automatic feeders on both the second and 


third rows of roosts. 


There are 


Rollaway-type nests, 10 for every 75 hens in the house, 
line the north side of the building. 

Che entire south side of the laying house is composed of 
sliding doors and glass panels. The glass provides light in 
winter; doors, fresh air in summer. 


For proper ventilation, he uses four 16” fans powered by 
\4-hp. motors controlled by 1 time clock and 2 thermostats. 
Three sides and top of building are insulated with 2” glass 
fiber backed by a vapor barrier.

Clocks 
and switches turn the mill off automatically at any time 
Paxton chooses, depending on how much feed he needs. 
*“This way,” he says, “‘ 
feed in 1- or 2-ton lots. 

Grain and supplement are metered into the grinder 
from an overhead hopper bin divided into 4 parts. One 
holds 200 bushels of shelled corn, another one 2% tons of 
poultry supplement, a third bin holds 2% tons of hog sup- 
plement, and the other one 200 bushels of oats. Feed from 
the grinder can be augered directly to either of 2 locations. 
Paxton can either store it in a holding bin for use in one of 
his other poultry buildings or he can, as he does with most 
of it, auger it directly into either one of the 2 mechanical 
feeders in the big laying house.

Recently Paxton has installed the final stage in mechaniz- 
ing his feed handling. He has metal storage facilities for 
3,000 bushels of shelled corn. This is lined with plastic to 
protect the grain. An elevator leg loads and unloads corn 
here. An upright auger transports corn, oats, and supple- 
ment into overhead hopper bins. 

He uses cobs for bedding. When he built the house, Pax- 
ton left 2 small doors on the north side through which he 
can shovel bedding. This has helped eliminate carrying 
bedding around inside the house. Bedding is cleaned out 
every 18 months. He cleans the pit every 6 days. A 3-hp. 
motor operates a paddle-type cleaner. 

For Paxton, the profit is in the egg. That’s why he’s so 
careful about top-quality production.
